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No more challenging call to the humanitarian concept of living which is that of Canadians 
has ever been heard-than the cry of the distressed millions of Europeans—men, women and 
little children—for food and succour, now being heard at Canada’s gate. 


UNRRA officials state that 200,000,000 of the people of Europe simply do not: have left the 
physical strength to carry on. Nor is Europe alone in its dire need of food. In the Ear Fast, 
the vast populations of China, India, Burma, Siam and French Indo-China are also faced with 
slow death from malnutrition due to food shortages, caused mainly by prolonged drought. 
United Grain Growers Limited—as a farmer-owned co-operative—feels a special responsi- 
bility in urging the co-operative endeavors of all Canadian people and of every home in 
reducing as far as may be practicable personal consumption of food and avoidance of food 
wastage during the coming months of winter and spring until another crop can be harvested, 
so that every available ounce of food may be exported to these needy areas. 


Such personal sacrifice can be of very real help to the harassed officials of UNRRA and other 
relief bodies who are straining every effort to carry on their humane work of relieving the 
need as far as their resources will stretch.

To voluntarily ration ourselves for the next few months and avoid all waste of meat, bread, 
cheese, eggs and other foods is a contribution of practical value which every home and 
every individual can make in the battle now being waged against famine, disease and threat- 
ened plague, the ultimate extent of which, unless relief is forthcoming quickly, none can tell. 
Farmers will undoubtedly co-operate by delivering every bushel of available wheat at 
elevators for swift transport and distribution. They will strain every effort to produce 
to capacity as far as conditions permit. This great prairie land will eventually pour forth 


ts harvest of food to relieve the need. 


The appeal now is to every Canadian citizen and every home to march together with our 
farmers in what is a desperate battle against world famine and to render what aid is possible 
by individual effort in the conservation of food for export, so sorely needed by the distressed

OTTAWA, April 16th.—The bill 
eovering the loan to Great Britain of 
$1,250,000,000 which is going through 
the various stages of legislation, pass- 
ing second reading without a recorded 
vote, was introduced by the Minister 
of Finance J. L. Ilsley as ‘‘the key- 
stone in the financial measures and 
arrangements made by this country 
for international trade and _ recon- 
struction.” 

Farmers Vitally Interested 

Mr. Ilsley emphasized the depend- 
ence of Canada on foreign trade. 
“Our farmers and our other primary 
producers,’’ he stated, ‘‘are vitally 
dependent upon foreign markets. The 
prices they receive and the amount 
they can sell must, over the long run, 
be determined mainly by the markets 
outside of Canada for our wheat, our 
bacon, our cheese, our apples, our 
fish, our lumber and our metals. In 
the short run, we can give some pro- 
tection to our farmers and our fisher- 
men by floor prices and other artificial 
devices; over the long run, however, 
nothing can protect their real interests 
against a loss of markets abroad.” 

The United Kingdom, the Minister 
pointed out, “has always been Can- 
ada’s largest and most reliable mar- 
ket.”” Upon the continuation of this 
market the employment and welfare 
of millions of anadians depgnd. 
The pound sterling, which is the 
medium of exchange in so many 
countries, will have to be kept con- 


_ vertible and reasonably stable, and 


“the restoration of the convertibility 
of sterling and its maintenance de- 
pend on the successful completion of 
the proposed loan agreements with 
the Gaited States and Canada.” 

Investment in Canada’s Future

“The action of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board in increasing price 
ceilings on farm implements and ma- 
chinery by 12 1/2 per cent is a very 
serious matter indeed from the farmers’ 
standpoint, and' marks too, from the 
standpoint of the whole community, 
an alarming relaxation of controls,’ 
stated President Geo. E. Church of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, in an 
interview with The Western Farm 
Leader Monday. 

“This action,””’ Mr. Church added, 
“is a step towards inflation. Taken in 
conjunction with the increase of 2 
cents in gasoline prices, and with the 
marked tendency to higher labor costs 
in most fields of production of goods 
in Canada, it means large increases in 
costs of farm production. Clearly 
the time has come when the whole 
question of price ceilings on farm 
products must be reconsidered, with 
a view to raising ceilings substantially 
to meet the new conditions and to 
encourage the farm production that 
is so greatly needed.’ 

Agricultural Ministers of the Prairie 
Provinces have expressed great con- 
cern about this matter.

‘Locals seem to have one thing in 


common, which may account for their 
activity. Each is serving some vital 
function in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of members, as well as taking 
up the phage more remote farm 
iss ues. ome operate co-op. stores, 
creameries, cheese factories, etc. Oth- 
ers have calf ciubs, seed grain clubs 
and livestock improvement associa- 
tions. Still others operate softball and 
hockey leagues, bowling alleys, curl- 
ing rinks, and even a theatre, and a 
complete machine and wood-working 
shop where fathers and sons work 
side by side repairing farm machinery 
making furniture, or building model 
aircraft. Women’s groups conduct 
extensive educational programs in 
health, homemaking, and horticulture, 
or have built up thriving community 
centers Nye gt to serve the particu- 
lar needs of their district. Thus these 
groups have become a real part of 
the everyday life of their members. 


Interest Begins in Home Farm 
Problems 


It seems that farmers and their 
families are not, as a general rule, 
greatly interested in remote affairs, 
no matter how greatly these may 
affect them. They feel much more 
keenly about the sick pig in their 
barn or the knock in their tractor 
motor, than about the British Bacon 
Agreement, or the Ottawa investiga- 
tion into the farm machinery business. 
But where farm people work together 
in the co-operative solution of local 
problems of sick pigs, inferior live- 
stock, or how to keep their children 
amused and out of mischief, their 
interest carries on to the larger issues 
and their local becomes active in these 
matters also. 

Success or failure of our farm organi- 
zation, whatever form it takes, de- 
pends on the virility and activity of 
its Locals... Every district has its 
peculiar problems of field and barn, 
of education, entertainment or sport. 
May not these be used as stepping 
stones to greater. accomplishments 
abroad—as a foundation on which to 
build the powerful organization we 
need? If not, what is the answer to 
local activity, without which. amalga- 
mation will accomplish little if any- 
thing?

In the A.F.A. notes in this issue, Jas. R. McFall, 
Secretary of the Federation, announces that a 
tentative constitution has been agreed upon for the 
new farm organization which is to be formed by 
the merging of the United Farmers of Alberta 
and the Alberta Farmers Union with the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture. The constitution is to 
be referred to the Locals, and to the member organi- 
zations of the Federation. _ . 

The announcement is gratifying. The joint com- 
mittee charged with the negotiations has come 
together, determined to achieve results with all 
possible speed. That great progress has been made 
is no doubt due to the spirit of comradeship in which 
the representatives of all three organizations have 
carried on their discussions. The draft constitution 
is an expression of the principles laid down by the 
Conventions of these organizations held last winter, 
and published in full at the. time in our columns. 


MUST BE COLLABORATION HERE 


We don’t know where the fault, if any, lies, but 
there would appear to be some lack of co-operation 
somewhere as between Dominion and Prairie Pro- 
vincial authorities responsible for the development 
of plans to utilize water from our rivers for irrigation 
and stock watering. 

The farm people of these Provinces, and in fact 
our citizens as a whole and every business interest, 
will justly resent anv attempt, if any should be made, 
to hold back development to gratify anyone’s feeling 
of petty partizanship. ae 


ATOMIC ENERGY AND WORLD GOVERNMENT 


“It was team-work, incessant effort, and not the 
brainwork of one genius that put atomic energy 
into the hands of our generation,” writes Dr. Infeld 
in the first installment of ‘‘Atomic Energy and 
World Government” published in this issue. 

Whether the splitting of the atom shall bring 
ruin or untold riches to the human race. will depend 
upon the degree in which those who are in control 
of Governments may be imbued with a spirit of 
co-operation comparable to that of the world’s 
leading men of science. : 


INCREASING PRODUCTION COSTS 


Effective on Saturday last, the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board has authorized an increase of 
12-1/2 per cent in the ceiling pricés of farm mach- 
inery—including seeders, plows, cultivators, having 
and harvesting machinery, -~wagons, trucks, sleighs, 
dairy equipment, doméstic water systems and 
pumps, power machinery, dairy machines and 
equipment, barn and barnyard equipment. 

In their long range effect, more even than in their 
immediate consequences, these increases are likely 
to add very seriously indeed to the costs of farm 
production. Together with other substantial in- 
creases in prices—such as that in the price of gas— 
they present a problem for the present and for 
the future. 

The Canadian Federation of Agriculture, in sub- 
missions it has made to the Ottawa Government 
from time to time, has made it plain that increases 
in costs of production, should they become serious, 
would compel the Federation radically to reconsider 
its attitude towards the present structure of prices 
for farm products, and the prevailing controls.

HUMANITARIANISM FIRST 
“Let us place humanilarianism above all ‘else. 

Let us not sit on the fence just because we know 

that the shoe is pinching and the world Govern- 

ments, including our own, are on the spot.” 

This appeal by Lew Hutchinson, President of’ 
the Alberta Federation of Agriculture, we heartily 
endorse. The appeal was made in behalf of the 
Directors of the A.F.A., who urge all farmers to 
accept wholeheartedly the nine-point program out- 
lined by the Prime Minister last. month. The pro- 
gram calls for maximum production of food stuffs 
over the next four years. 

Mr. Hutchinson makes it plain that government 
policics of the past, against which the Canadian 
Federation had given warning, have been major 
factors (for example) in reduced production of hogs 
and of cream for butter making. Nevertheless, he 
states, the world situation is such that there is need 
for an all out effort in spite of price ceilings, unjust 
income tax regulations, and rising labor costs. 

While, Mr. Hutchinson adds, the directors ‘would 
hate to discourage” the practice of maintaining a 
bank of wheat on the farm, they suggest “‘that it 
be reduced as low as possible to meet the present 


food need.”

COMPLACENT REACTION .

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Homestead Not Exempt 

“*E.M.'’—There is no doubt what- 
ever that a Municipal District may 
take land for taxes whether or not it 
is the home quarter. In other words 
the homestead is not exempt from 
proceedings under the Tax Recovery 
Act. The house goes with the land 
and you have no right to move it off, 
except by arrangement with the M uni- 
cipality. 

Crop Share Leases 
_X.¥.Z.—A mortgage company some- 
times ‘asks for a crop share lease as 
additional security, presumably to 
protect its share of the crop as against 
other creditors of the mortgagor and 
by reason of the terms of the crop 
payments Act. A mortgagee cannot 
compel a mortgagor to give such a 
lease, but if the mortgage is in arrears 
it may create better relationship. 
Much will depend upon the merits of 
each case as to whether such a lease 
should be given.

Evidence of widespread interest in the subject of cattle 
breeding through artificial insemination has been found in 


all parts of the Province of Alberta. 


The Central Alberta 


Dairy Pool therefore believes that a summary of an im- 
portant address on this subject will be welcomed by all 
our shippers. It was given by W. T. H. Mead of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture at Olds, before a large audience 
at the recent Annual Convention of the Alberta Dairymen’s 


Association. 
Gives Balanced Picture 


Describing this form of “animal 
eugenics” or scientific breeding, Mr. 
Mead said that many articles which 
had appeared in various publications 
failed, to present certain aspects of 
this science and its practice correctly. 
Advantages were emphasized without 
disadvantages being given adequate 
discussion. There were several real 
disadvantages. 

Specialized Training Needed 


First, it is not something which 
could be administered without spe- 
eialized training and in addition it 
required a complete membership of 
a large area before such a scheme 
would work economically.

, He said that out of a given 100 
cows artificially inseminated 50 per 
cent would “settle’’. The remaining 
50 per cent on the second insemina- 
tion showed a relatively reasonable 
percentage of conceptions. Those 
still remaining unimpregnated dropped 
to a final 10 per cent whose records 
showed they would not take either 
naturally or artificially. 


Farmer Has Responsibility 


The farmer within the area of 
service had a responsibility to dis- 
charge if he expected a high degree 
of certainty in the success of operation. 

It was not a matter of leaving the 
whole duty to the servicer. The 
farmer was required to school himself 
in recognizing the cow’s sometimes 
obscure symptoms that the time for 
service was propitious and to imme- 
diately phone a field man at the 
station. In the artificial method, 
time was more important than ever, 
he explained. 

Organization had been difficult’ at 
the outset, but it was through the 
Holstein breeders that artificial insem- 
ination was brought to Alberta, he

LTHOUGH millions of words

The historian of the future who may 
like to distinguish epochs of our 
civilization b definite ates will know 
exactly the day, the minute, and the 
second that the Atomic Age was born. 


Birth of Atomic age 


This great bvent occurred at 5:30 
on the morning of July 16, 1945. It 
was then, in the desert lands of New 
Mexico, that the first man-made 
atomic bomb exploded from a steel 
tower. At a distance of 17,000 yards 
a small group of scientists and military 
men lay on the ground, face down-

wards, heads away from the coming 
blast. At ‘‘minus 45 seconds’’ robot 
mechanism began to operate. At 
5:30 the explosion came. Inthe United 
nt War Department’s release, we 
read: 


“The whole country was lighted 
by a searing light with the intensity 
many times that of the midday sun. 
It was golden, purple, violet, gray, 
and blue. It lighted every peak, 
crevasse, and ridge of the nearby 
mountain range with a clarity and 
beauty that cannot be described but 
must be seen to be imagined. It was 
that beauty the great poets dream 
about but describe most poorly...’ 


(From Atomic Energy for Military 
Purposes, by Henry D. Smyth, Prince- 
ton University Press.) 

In less than a month after this 
experiment two atomic bombs were 
dropped on two Japanese cities and 
a few days later peace ‘came to the 
war-torn world. 


Search for Atomic Energy 


The memorable day of July 16, 
1945, was the culmination of years of 
common effort by thousands of scien- 
tists all over the world. The dream 
that became reality on that da 
began some fifty years ago with 
Einstein’s relativity theory. This 
set forth, in part, that every mass is 
a storehouse of a tremendous amount 
of energy. If the energy imprisoned 
in one pound of water (or a pound of 
any substance) could be freed, as 
much energy could be generated as 
that flowing from all the electric plants 
in the United States in one month. 

The problem that Einstein’s imag- 
ination posed was: how to free this 
power? The great day came closer 
when Madame Curie, a Polish scientist 
in Paris, discovered radium; when 
Lord Rutherford, a New Zealander 


later professor in Manchester and 


Cambridge, split the atom and realized 
the old alchemist’s dream. That da 
arrived because Sir James Chadwiet 
of Great Britain discovered the neu- 
tron, and because Irene Joliot-Curie 
and Jean Frederic Joliot of France 
discovered artificial radio-activity. 


Some Who Contributed 


It is difficult to know where to stop 
in enumerating those whose achieve- 
ments were decisive in the accomplish- 
ments of July 16. The name of the 
Dane, Niels Bohr, one of the greatest 
theoretical ‘physicists, cannot be omit- 
ted; neither can that of the Italian, 
Enrico Fermi, whose experiments on 
bombardments with neutrons paved 
the way toward the advent of atomic 
power. 

Mention must be made also of 
E. O. Lawrence of the United States 
the discoverer of the cyclotron, and 


of O, Hahn, of Germany, whose famous » 


experiments started the story of atomic 
fission. The list could go on almost 
indefinitely—a dry list of names and 
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technical terms unknown to the public 
at large; a history of great and small 
contributions depicting the results of 
an organic growth of science through 
research and publications, and through 
the free exchange of ideas among men 
of all nationalities and races. 

The moral of the story is simple and 
convincing: it teaches us that the 
day came when the atomic bomb ex- 
ploded in the Mexican desert because 
of the scientific collaboration of the 
entire civilized world. 


Atomic Energy and Fission 


The physical problem was and will 
remain for a long time that of freeing 
the imprisoned energy of matter. In 
all the experiments up to 1939, we 
know only of small splinters of energy 
being liberated, so small, indeed, that 
there seemed little hope of harnessing 
this energy to man’s needs and desires. 
The theoretical result of the scientific 
work was tremendous; the practical 
result was nil. We were, so to speak, 
in the position of a commander who 
sacrifices a hundred men to liberate one 
prisoner. But the vista changed 
completely in January, 1939, when

Boston Cream Pie—Using regular 
cake method, combine 1/4 cup each 
lard and butter, pinch of salt, 2 eggs, 
1-2/3 cups flour, 2 tap. baking pow 
1/2 cup milk, 1 tsp. vanilla.

Growing Tomatoes: For prairie 
gardens, pray 4 Chatham, Redskin, 
Farthest North and ve ig are rec- 
ommended. Plants should be in bud 
(not in flower) when transplanted in 
early June. In transplanting, part of 
the roots at least should be buried only 
about an inch below the surface; 
shallow cultivation is best. Bush 
tomatoes do not require pruning; but 
staking, to lift the branches off the 
ground, is said to encourage early 
ripening. The Department of Agri- 
culture is urging prairie gardeners to 
grow generous quantities of tomatoes 
this year for home canning.

Protection, Conservation 


Seed Grain Is Urged 


Protection and conservation of seed 
grain supplies is urged by Dr. F. J. 
Greaney, Director of Line Elevators 
Farm Service, in a recent bulletin. 
“Famine again stalks the earth,” he 
writes. To ease the threat of starvation 
to millions of people in Europe and 
Asia, Canada is trying to export as 
much food as possible. To avoid 
waste of seed grain, Dr. Greaney sug- 
gests protection of seed by treatment 
to control smut, root rot, etc.; careful 
checking against use of leaky sacks 
or grain boxes; lifting of seed drill 
whenever possible to save grain; 
avoiding the sowing of seed too deeply 
or too thickly; maintenance of the 
drill in good working order; and 
treatment of enough seed only, since 
seed treated with a mercury dust 
cannot be used for commercial pur- 
poses or fed to livestock.

farmers in the Prairie Provinces have 
delivered their 1945 grain production 
promptly and in good volume. On 
April 1, 1946, producers had marketed 
82 per cent of estimated deliveries for 
the crop year—a relatively high per- 
centage. The present food crisis 
abroad, however, requires the delivery 
of the 45 million bushels remaining on 
farms. 

Wheat delivered by producers at 
country elevators in late June and 
July will not be a factor in meeting 
the present emergency. It should be 
marketed before the end of May in 
order to meet the overseas crisis. 

Wartime Exports Fine Job 
The Canadian wheat surplus comes 

from the Prairie Provinces. The farm- 

ers of this area did a remarkable job 
in providing food for Canada and the 

United Nations during the war, and 

particularly ‘during the past three 

years.

A.F.A. NOTES

It has been said that the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture does not 
take enough credit to itself in the 
public press for what it does on 
occasions. If this is true, it is not 
because of modesty, but because of 
policy. It is not good policy from 
several standpoints to rush into the 
press the minute the Government 
does something we have asked them 
to do, and take a lot of credit for it. 

However, on the other hand, it is 
greatly ae (tag when a leading. co- 
operator like William Burns, Presi- 
dent of the Southern Alberta Dairy 
Pool, issues a press statement in 
which he gives the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture credit for the 
increase of five cents per pound butter 
fat for churning cream. This is just 
another example of ‘‘in Union there is 
strength.” he Southern Alberta 
Dairy Pool or the Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool or the Northern Alberta 
Dairy Pool, working alone, would not 
have made much progress, but when 
the dairy farmers across Canada unite 
and state their needs through the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
they are listened to. It is not what 
the Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture did for the Dairy Farmers but 
what the dairy farmer did for himself 
through the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture.

Spreading of Previous Wheat Sales
